IMMIGRATION. 


The Nations that Furnish the Im- 
migrants to This Country. 


Murch, the Dennis Kearney of Maine—Ma- 
deiran Labor—Washington Letter. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Those who have 
been watching the tide of immigration as it 
flows to the shores of this our great coun- 
try predict that it will rise higher this year 
than ever before. The number of arrivals 
in May will doubtless run over 100,000. In 
April there were 82,000, and of that number 
78,500 were persons who had turned their 
backs upon their homes and country to seek 
new and better ones on this side the globe. 
The United Kingdom furnished last month 
a larger numberof these than any other, 
the total from England. Ireland and Wales 
being 26,000, and from Canada 7,691, against 
25,170 from Germany. This is quite a change 
as compared with the relative arrivals during 
the past two or three years. Since 1880 until 
now Germany has furnished a larger num- 
ber of immigrants than any other country. 
Now the United Kingdom again comes to 
the front, taking first rank in this regard, as 
contributor to the population of the 
United States. In the months of April, May 
and June of last year England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales sent less than 
80,000 immigrants, while Germany sent more 
than 100,000. Inthe preceding three months 
the number of arrivals from Germany was 
75 percent in excess of that from the British 
Isles. In the calendar year of 1881 the num- 
ber from Germany was over 50 per cent 
greater than the number from the British 
isles. Now the situation is reversed, the 
number from the United Kingdom exceeding 
that from Germany. These figures are at 
the service of those who wish to philosophize 
upon the present state of affairs abroad. 

SMOKE-CONSUMING. 

Necessity is said to beara maternal rela- 

tion toinvention, but an exception to this 


rule is noted in the fact that a gentleman re- 
siding in Washington, where the sight of 
black smoke is a novelty, has invented a sys- 
tem of smoke-consuming which for its sim- 
plicity and _ effectiveness seems likely 
to meet with general favor. As it is not 
patented, Lgive a description of it for the 
benefit of your city, which needs it. The 
lan is simply to convey the exhaust steam 
rom the engine, in all large establishments 
where the engine is used, to the chimney, 
forcing it in the form of a spray diagonally 
upward and across the chimney. ‘This is ac- 
complished by a perforated pipe running 
round the inside of the chimney, with the 
perforations so set as to throw the spray 
upward to acommon center. This sheet of 
the smoke constantly 
comes in contact, itis said, causes the car- 
bon and other matter arising from imperfect 
combustion to fall back into the furnace, 
where it is consumed, only a colorless gas 
finally escaping from the mouth of the chim- 
ney. The system, it is claimed, also aids in 
regulating the draft in the furnace, and 
proves a tuel-saver as well as a smoke-con- 
sumer. As the establishments which are 
furnished with steam-engines are practically 
the smoke-producers, it would appear that 
this simple plan may prove really valuable, 
both as a smoke-consumer and a fuel-saver. 
MURCH. 

“That was a pretty good interview with 
Murch,” said one of tue officials connected 
with the Supervising Architect's office, re- 
ferring to the interview printed in your col- 
umns a few days ago, but it wasn’t exactly 
according to the factsin the case.

Do you know this man Murch?’ 

„He was a Congressman for four years.“ 

“Yes. I'll tell you who he is. He is the 
Dennis Kearney of Maine. Now, if Dennis 
Kearney, of California, should come here 


and go Kicking up this hubbub, do you sup- 


pose he would receive the consideration that 
this man does? Not much. I heard a good 
story that about illustrates the situation. A 
couple of men met one day and one said to 
the other, Have you seen Kearney?’ ‘Who 
the deuce is Kearney?’ said the other. ‘Why, 
Dennis Kearney,”’ said the first. ‘Whatdoes 
he do?’ asked the second. ‘Do!’ was the 
answer, ‘he don’t do nuthin’. He's a work- 
in' man.“ That's the way with Murch. He's 
a workin’man. He was in charge of gang of 
stone-cutters under the fifteen per cent sys- 
tem, and never thought of complainiug of it 
then. Those who h 3 to observe 
him at that time say he didn't worry half 80 
much about the 12 prices that were paid for 
work then as he did after he saw that the 
system was to be broken up and it was time 
for him to become a reformer.“ 
MADEIRAN LABOR. 

Consul Du Pont Lyle, of Funchal, writes the 
State Department recommending the Ma- 
deiran peasant for labor inthe Southern 
States. He says that Madeira is one of the 
most densely populated districts in the 
world, having a population of 1,130 to the 
square mile, and that they would make ex- 
cellent laborers for the South. Large num- 
bers are gol to Honolulu to work the 
sugar plantations, getting $16 per month 
with food and lodging for a man and fam- 
ily. The people there, he says, would pre- 
fer coming to the United States to going to 
the Sandwich Islands. The moment he 
thinks is especially favorable just now, as 
the crops have been bad, and many are anx- 
ious to obtain employment.

AFTER THE EXILES. 


Tynan to be Arrested as Soon as 
He is Found. 


A Warrant for Sheridan in the Hands of Min- 
ister West—Remarkable Desire for Secrecy 
on the Part of the State Department—A 
Talk with Sheridan and His Counsel. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 18.—A Washington spe- 
cial to the World says: “If Sheridan has 
not been arrested itis not the fault of the 
State Department. It has done all it could 
to meet the demands of the British govern- 
ment and at the same time to keep the peo- 
ple of this country in the dark as to the real 
situation. The story is so simple and free 
from any necessity for secrésy that the steady 
refusal to tell the facts which has met every 
inquiry atthe State department is all the 
more unreasonable. The situation from this 
standpoint is briefly as follows: Two 
months ago Minister West sent a note to the 
State department asking for the arrest of 
Sheridan on the charge of @omplicity in the 
Pheenix Park assassinations, This warrant 
was promptly issued and sent to the British 
Minister. He held this Warrant for some 
time awaiting the arrival of the proof of the 
charges so that the 

ARREST OF SHERIDAN 

could be had and extradition ordered 
if the proof was deemed sufficient. 
This time has now arrived. Sheridan, 
Walsh and Tynau have been indicted, and 
the State Department is in daily expectation 
of ademand for warrants for the arrest of 
the last two mentioned. Minister West said 
to-day that he had notified consuis to keep 
a sharp look-out for Tynan, and to cause his 
arrest the moment they dscovered his 
whereabouts. He will be arrested on a 
United States Commissiouer’s warrant, 
which can.be done without any demand be- 
ing made on the State Department. He 
said also that he would not ask for the ar- 
rest of Walsh until he had the evidence 
against him. To-day. Minister West for- 
warded the ‘warrnt [uw  Sheridan’s 
arrest to he British Consul 
in New “York, with directions to 
have it served the moment the evidence 
against him arrives from England. This 
evidence has now arrived and hence the 
pending arrest of Sheridan. No further 
steps are likely to be taken at the State De- 

artment until after the examination of 
Sheridan, by the United States Commission- 
er in New York. He will forward his report 
to Washington, and if the charges have been 
proved aud are deemed 

SUFFICIENT TO WARRANT EXTRADITION 
an order will be issued from the State De- 
partment, ordering him to be delivered into 
the custody of the British officers. 

A reporter of the World at a late hour last 
night found Mr. Sheridan at Prospect Hall 
on Fourteenth street. He was in company 
with Mr. John Walsh, Mr. Frank 
Byrne, Maj. Horgan and two other friends, 
They were seated ata table enjoying a so- 
cial chat.

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AN INSANE MOTHER 


Murders Her Baby ina Most Hor- 
rible Manner. 


Mrs. Zimmerman, an Artist’s Wife, Driven 
Crazy by Ill-Health—She Tries to Kill Her 
Mother and Makes Several Attempts at 
Suicide.

NEw Tonk, May 18.—A tragedy of un- 
usual horror and pathos was enacted last 
night at No. 328 East Fifty-seventh street. 
A young mother, made insane by the agonies 
of confinement and puerperal fever, killed 
her baby girl, twelve days old, made an at- 
tempt to murder her mother, but was pre- 
vented, and then begged to be permitted to 
put anend to herown wretched existence. 
The unfortunate woman is Alice Zimmer- 
man, the well-known artist, whose studio is 
at No. 9 East Nineteenth street. The mur- 
dered child had been named Charlotte, but 
had not yet been christened. The mother 
was not arrested. Detective Cuff, of the 
Nineteenth Precinct, was detailed, how- 
ever, by Capt. Mount, to remain in 
the house and watch ner until 
h er friends can remove her to an asylum 
Mrs. Zimmerman is of German parentage. 
Her parents, very worthy people, live in 
Morrissania. On April 11 of last year she 
was married to Mr. Zimmerman. Their 
married life seemed happy. Mrs. Zimmer- 
man was a model wife. Her husband was 
devoted to her and 

HER EVERY WISH 
was gratified. ‘They lived in beautifully fur- 
nished apartments in a brown stone house 
on East Fifty-seventh street. Twelve days 
ago the baby, who was so cruelly put to 
death, was born. Dr. Guernsey attended 
Mrs. Zimmermap and was assisted by a 
German nurse named Mrs. Marks. For some 
weeks prior to her confinement . Mrs. 
Zimmerman had been in a very despondent 
frame of mind. Her love for her husband 


turned into bitter hatred, and toward her 
mother even she showed a most unnatural 
aversion, which, however, was overcome. 
Her condition gave her friends much anxiety, 
and Dr. Guernsey was frequently consulted. 
The latter hoped that after the birth of the 
child the obvious ebb of her reason would 
turn and that her feelings toward her hus- 
band and her friends would change. 
He was disappointed. The woman 
endured the pangs of maternity 
with remarkable fortitude. The child 
was a beautiful one—perfectly formed 
and strong. That child, perfect though it 
was, never kindled a spark of love in the 


mother’s breast. “Is it not sont sg she 


frequently said to the doctor, tha 

no affection for my baby? I hate it.“ 0 
doctor reasoned with her, but in vain. Her 
unnatural aversion towards the baby could 
not be overcome. Her feelings towaras her 
husband remained unchang Last Friday 
she seemed brighter and more cheerfui, al- 
though 

Sur WAS SUFFERING ACUTELY 
from puerperal fever. She nursed the child, 


and, for the first time, played withit. Her 


friends began to hope that a change for the 
better had taken place, and that 
her natural . instincts, deadened b 
her sufferings, had been revived. 
They were again disappointed. The woman 
became insane, her-insanity taking the form 
of a suicidal mania. On Saturday morning 
after the doctor’s visit she sent Mrs, Marks, 
the nurse, into an adjoining room for a glass 
of water. While the nurse was absent she 
took a large draught of carbolie aeid and 
laid down to die. She told the nurse upon 
her return what she had done. Dr. Guern- 
sey was sent for. He found her unconscious 
and pulseless. After four hours of vigorous 
treatment she was restored to consciousness 
and appropriate remedies to counteract 
the effect of the poison were admin- 
istered. She recovered, but her mental 
condition continued, and a day or two later 
she again attempted to kill herself. She 
took a large dose of quinine, but it did 
not have the desired effect.

Crittenden, Attorney-General Mcintyre, 
Mr. Coleman, State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, and Others—Capital Notes. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON Crrr. May 17.—Since the de- 


cision last Monday by the Supreme Court in 
the case of Roach vs. the St. Louis School 
Board, considerable stir has been made 
among the friends of Normal and similar 
schools where students are admitted over the 


age of twenty years. 

Your correspondent interviewed the fol- 
lowing State officials and school officers with 
the following result: 

GOV. CRITTENDEN 
in answer to the qu uestion, “What do you 
think of the late ecision of the Supreme 
Court about schools?” said: 

J have not read it as carefully as I desire, 
but from à cursory reading I don’t think it is 
subject to the construction placed on it by 
the papers or by Messrs. Rassieur or Patter- 
son as regards the Normal Schools, State 
University or Lincoln University, which can 
be easily seen by an examination of Section 
6, Article 11, of the Constitution, the stat- 
utes and the opinion itself.“ 

ATTORAEY-GENERAL M’INTYRE, 
when spoken to regarding the matter, said: 
I have not yet read the opinion, and conse- 
quently have only a general idea of its scope 
and meaning; but Iam not disposed to be- 
lieve that it was intended, or that it will be 
construed as interfering with the law per- 
mitting attendance at the Normals 
and other schools of a simi- 
jar nature, of persons over school 
age. In fact, I don’t regard the decision, as 
l understand it, as having any bearing upon 
the Normal schools of the State, for the rea- 
son that these schools get their support by 
direct appropriations out of the revenue of 
the State, and draw no support from the 
— school funds or the proceeds of such 

unds 

SUPERINTENDENT COLEMAN 
when asked: What effect will the decision 
of the Supreme Court have upon the State 
Normals and the State University?” said: 
My opinion is that the decision lately ren- 
dered by our Supreme Court relative to the 
admission of pupils into our public schools 
under six and over twenty years of age, will 
only effect the Kindergarten and Central 
schools of the State, aud the Normal schools 
of St. Louis. The State Normals and the 
State University cannot be affected by this 
decision. ‘Lhe money used in support of 
these State institutions was never raised to 
maintain free public schools, and there- 
fore in applying it to this purpose 
there is no misappropriation of funds. The 
Legislature has the right, under the Consti- 
tution, to ppropriate money to maintain 
these *. * — 
Hon. L. C. Krauthoff, Representative from 
Cole county, and also a Regent of the Lin- 
coln University, is a very enthusiastic sup- 
porter of all educational institutions, and 
also a lawyer of ability. When 28 to 
regarding this matter, he said: Children 
under the age of fourteen years are notad- 
mitted to the Lincoln University; 
but persons over wwe years 
are not prohibited. he first 
section, article 11 of the Constitution, so 
far as it fixes the ages of dersons entitled to 
instruction in the public schools, has refer- 
ence to the public school proper and not to 
the Normal and kindred schools. Section 3 
of same article requires the estab- 
lishment of separate public schools 
for the education of children of Afri- 
can descent. This section contains 
no prohibition against persons of any age 
being admitted to the public schools. So 
Lincoln Institute, being a school for the ed- 
ucation of colored people, can hardly be 
affected by the decision in any event. Sec. 
43, Art. 4, of the Constitution, fixes the 
order in which appropriations shall be 
made by the General Assembly. The 
third sub-division is, ‘for free pubiic school 
purposes ;’ and itis under the seventh, which 
provides for the making of appropriations, 
‘for such other purposes not herein prohib- 
ited, as the General Assembly may deem 
necessary, that appropriations for the sup- 
ort of Normal schools are made. 
There is no provision of the 
Constitution fixing the ages of persons en- 
titled to education in the Normal schools; 
and. in the absence of this provision, this 
matter is entirely with the Legislature. 
NORMAL SCHOOLS 

are not maintained out of the public 
school fund of the State. but 
out of appropriations made out 
of the general revenue fund. The decision 
of the Supreme Couxt, and article 11, of the 
Constitution, only have reference to the ex- 

nditure of the State and county school 
unds, and the appropriations made by the 
Legisiature out of the revenue funds are not 
allected by it. If this article is read 
as a whole it will be found to 
indicate very clearly an intention that 
by the term ‘Free public school,’ as there 
used, is meant the primary or grammar 
schools maintained in the several counties 
of the State, and not the Normal Schools.“ 
In conclusion Mr. Krauthoff said he would 
favor the admission of scholars over twenty 
years of age into the Lincoln University until 
there is a direct ruling by the Supreme Court 
to the contrary. 
ASHLEY W. EWING, 
a regent of the Warrensburg N ormal School, 
said he had no idea that the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court would be construed to 
apply tothe Normal and kindred schools. 
e had not thought of it being so applied, 
and consequently had not given the matter 
much attention; but he was of the opinion 
that the decision was only applicable to 
the public N 


R. J. G. RIDDLER, 

a regent of the Lincoln University at this 
city, Wben interviewed relative to what ef- 
fect the recent Supreme Court decision 
would have on their future action, said: 
“Our school is independent of the blic 
schools in reference to the matter referred 
to in the Supreme Court decision. The State 
provides for this school separate from all 
others, and, consequently, the decision will 
not affectit in the least. It is under the 
control of the State, and is supported solely 
— the purpose of truining colored teach-
